On June 11, 1990, ground-breaking 
ceremonies took place for the addition 
of new space to the existing court build- 
ing located at Wayne and Goddard roads 
in Romulus. 

The 34th District Court services the 
cities of Romulus and Belleville and the 
townships of Huron, Sumpter, and Van 
Buren, and the work load has been so 
great of late that additional room is 
needed. 

Romulus City Treasurer Jim Napior- 
kowski spearheaded the arrangements 
for the funding of the building project, 
along with Andy Solak of Manufacturers 
National Bank in Romulus. Both Solak 
and Treasurer Napiorkowski are mem- 
bers of the Building Authority, along 
with Wendy Dixon of Security Bank and 
Trust, Tony Kopas of Romulus Hard- 
ware, and attorney Steve Trahey. 

Money for the addition was ob- 
tained through a bond issue which will 
be paid back from the revenues ob- 
tained by the court from traffic tickets, 


~ fines, etc. The total cost of the addition 


will be in the vicinity of $1.2 million. 
The architectural design was handled 
by Coquillard, Dundon, Peterson, and 
Argenta of Southfield; the addition 
will be built by the J.S. Vig Construc- 
tion Company. 

On hand for the ground-breaking 
ceremony were Romulus Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, Chief Judge Henry Zaborow- 
ski, Judge William Szlinis, Magistrate 
Mark Maironis, and ex-Judge James 
Stone (who is presently retired), along

Councilman Ellis Pennington will 
be entering the University of Michigan 
Hospital for major surgery very soon. 
Further details about his illness are not

with members of the Building Authority, 
Nancy Schuette, who oversees Court 
operations, Van Buren Supervisor Dave 
Jacokes, and Mayor Silvanis of the City 
of Belleville. 

The building will house two new 
courtrooms, as well as additional space 
for holding prisoners who are awaiting 
trial. According to Nancy Schuette, the 
cells will not be used as an overnight 
drop-off spot for prisoners; prisoners 
will only be brought to the new facility 
when they are to be tried. The holding 
unit will be monitored by television 
cameras, which will relieve the need 
for the presence of so many police offi- 
cers in the building. 


The reason for the construction of 
the two new courtrooms is that there 
will be a new judge in the 34th District 
in November, giving us three full-time 
judges, and a fourth is expected to be 
added in the near future. Presently, the 
second new courtroom will be used by 
the new Probation Department, and 
the clerical area will be expanded, also. 
At this time, there are 26 employees in 
the existing court building, including 
the judges and the magistrate. 

There will also be an additional 52 
parking spaces to accommodate the 
new expansion. 

The total area of development will 
be approximately 11,000 square feet of 
desperately needed space. Construc- 
tion of the addition is expected to be 
completed by January 1, 1991. [|

Point of Law | 


Tickets Cost 
You Points

Traffic points stay on a driving rec- 
ord for two years. The highest single 
ticket is six points. Six-point tickets 
are given for offenses such as OUIL, 
leaving the scene of an accident, and 
reckless driving. 

If a police officer gives more than 
one ticket to an individual at a traffic 
stop, that individual would only receive 
points for the most severe ticket hand- 
ed out. For example, if an officer stops 
a person and issues tickets for speed- 
ing (two points), running a red light 
(three points), and reckless driving (six 
points), the person would only receive 
six points on his/her driving record. 

Points are issued after an individual 
admits responsibility or is found guilty 
of the offense. Thus, the mere fact that 
an officer writes a ticket does not re- 
sult in points being issued. Points will 
issue once the individual pays the ticket 
or goes to court and pleads or is found 
guilty. ve 

It is very important to attempt to 
avoid six-point tickets, either by care- 
ful driving or fighting the tickets in 
court. A conviction on a six-point ticket 
usuaily results in a substantial increase 
in insurance rates.

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New Seat Belt 
Law Enacted 


State Representative James A. Kos- 
teva (D-Canton) announced last week 
that a bill he sponsored, which requires 
the use of seat belts for minors be- 
iween the ages of four and 16, has been 
signed into law. 

“This new law is necessary to en- 
sure the continued safety of all children 
in Michigan,” Kosteva said. ‘If young- 
sters learn good safety habits now, they 
will have a foundation for sound driving 
habits as adults.” 

Current restraint laws require minors 
under the age of four to be fastened into 
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a special car seat or restrained by seat 
belts. Travelers in the front seat of an 
automobile, including the driver, are 
also required to use seat belts. Repre- 
sentative Kosteva’s bill mandates that 
any child between the ages of four and 
16 traveling in the back seat of an auto- 
mobile also wear a seat belt. 

Recent safety statistics have shown 
areduction in the number of traffic fatal- 
ities involving small children, thereby 
proving the effectiveness of the child 
restraint restrictions. 

“It has been proven that seat belt 
use saves lives,” said Kosteva. ‘“Ex- 
panded use of this lifesaving device will 
save more children from serious injury 
or death.” ()

Now | am finishing 
my second year at Michigan State Uni- 
versity. | have to study at least 12-15 
hours a week to maintain a 2.5 GPA. 

Something is wrong. 

Before | offend anyone, let me make 
it clear that | am not blaming the Rom- 
ulus School System or any of my former 
teachers for the difficulty | am experi- 
encing now. | believe, as do the other 
former RHS students to whom | spoke, 
that the teachers are just as frustrated 
as we are. 

College is a difficult transition from 
high school. Unfortunately, the transi- 
tion is more difficult coming out of 
some high schools compared to others. 

| experience the most difficulty with 
the learning process itself. In high 
school, | never learned how to really 
comprehend information, and compre- 
hension makes all the difference in the 
world of college. Professors focus on 
the “how” and “why’s” instead of just 


“this is the question and this is the 
answer.’ On exams students are asked 
to apply what they have learned to prob- 
lems they’ve never seen before. 

Applications require that you mem- 
orize and understand information. 

As a college freshman | did the 
worst in the classes | had to write 
Papers for and the classes where the 
exams were essay. 

In English, my professors kept tell- 
ing me that my papers weren’t focused 
or that | had a weak thesis or no thesis 
at all. My ideas were okay, but | wasn’t 
able to put them into any kind of order. 

On essay exams, professors are 
looking for clear, logical answers. One 
professor began his class by saying he 
would give a failing grade to any exams 
that were just “regurgitated facts.” Com- 
pared to high school, the instructors 
are concerned with whether or not you 
really know the information, inside and 
out. 

“Tests in general are different. 
They’re harder, more detailed, and they 
don't just give you the information you

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need to know,” said Derek Twitchell, 
former RHS student. 

Derek graduated from high school 
with a 2.9 grade point average. He fin- 
ished his second year at Central Mich- 
igan University with a 3.0 GPA.

They didn’t know what is 
being asked of college students today,” 
said Jeff Barks. “Il came to college and 
was totally shocked.” 

Jeff graduated from Romulus High 
School with a 3.3 GPA. He graduates 
from Michigan State University this 
June. Currently his GPA is 2.4. 

The study habits Jeff used in high 
school didn’t prepare him for college. 
“I studied about a half hour a day, if 
that, in high school,” said Jeff. “Now | 
have to study at least three or four 
hours a day.” 

Jeff also said that many of his 
courses in high school weren’t chal- 
lenging enough and that there were 
teachers who he believes “babied”’ 
their students too much.. 

“The teachers aren’t bad. They do 
as good as they can with what they 
have to work with,” said Renee Hardt. 

Renee graduated from RHS with a 
3.8 grade point average and has just 
finished her second year at the Univer- 
sity of Michigan. Her GPA is currently 
3.5. She said the students who don’t 
care about their education hinder the 
education of the students who do care. 

Whatever the problem may be, stu- 
dents, teachers, or demographics, solv- 
ing the problem is, perhaps, what is 
most important. 

| believe teachers should structure 
their courses around understanding 
more instead of memorization. Students 
need to be encouraged to think more 
instead of being “‘spoonfed” informa- 
tion. Whether this would be achieved 


- through a different type of evaluation 


or instruction, I’m not sure. However, | 
am sure that this is something that is 
highly essential to students going on to 
college. | also believe that it would be 
helpful if teachers were required to take 
refresher courses every so often. Teach- 
ers would be up on their subjects and 
aware of what a university demands. 
Courses offered at different levels 
would create incentive for students and 
teachers as well. This way the students 
who needed to go slower could get 
more instruction and the ones who 
didn’t could advance. ()

Is Your Toothbrush Keeping You Sick? 

With the rising cost of health care, 
today's seniors are more concerned 
than ever about the world’s most fre- 
quently occurring illness — the com- 
mon cold. 

Some new studies at Florida Atlan- 
tic University have found that at least 
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one virus causing the common cold 
thrives on toothbrush bristles, estab- 
lishing a direct link between the tooth- 
brush and lingering cold symptoms. 

“Every time a person experiencing 
cold symptoms uses his or her tooth- 
brush, it’s very likely that that person is 
becoming reinfected with the illness,” 
said Dr. Willard Charnetzky, head of the 
research program at FAU. “Based on 
these findings, bacterial growth on 
toothbrushes can proiong recovery of 
the common cold.” 

In the study, sterile toothbrushes 
were dipped in a rhinovirus suspension, 
a virus that causes common cold symp- 
toms. Some of the brushes were then 
dipped into a sterile medium, others 
were left alone. Both sterile and virus- 
treated brushes were placed in a tooth- 
brush sanitation unit, the Dentec 4000, 
to test its effectiveness in destroying 
the bacteria by use of ultraviolet germi- 
cidal light. 

After 24 hours, the toothbrushes 
that were placed in the sanitation units 
yielded no recoverable particles. The 
brushes that were not sanitized yielded 
significant virus, almost 50% of the 
number determined at the beginning 
of the experiment. 

“If not sanitized, the toothbrushes 
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remain bacteria-ridden, and the more 
you brush, the greater the chance of 
reinfection,” noted Charnetzky.

Who ls Eligible To Receive Supplemen- 
tal Security Income Benefits? 

People who are age 65 or older or 
who are blind or severely disabled can 
receive Supplemental Security Income 
payments if they have little or no in- 
come and resources. An individual can 
have up to $2,000 in resources and still 
be eligible. For a couple, the resource 
limit is $3,000. Not all resources count, 
however. For example, the home where 
you live and most of your personal be- 
longings don’t count. A person usually 
can have up to $20 per month of any 
income without any reduction in the 
SSI payment amount. For earned in- 
come, $65 can be earned with no re- 
duction ($85 if there is no unearned in- 
come for exclusion), and only half of 
the remainder counts. Income in ex- 
cess of those limits reduces the SSI 
payment amount.
